LIEUTENANT DOUGLAS 
AT CAZEAUX, FRANCE 


Cazoaux, Gironde, Franco, 
June 18, 1918. 


Dear Father: 


Your two letters of April 30 and May 
10 have been received, and am glad to 
hear the news. 


I have been here a week at Lake 
Cazeaux taking tho course in aerial 
gunnery. I will be here twelve days 
more before returning to my squadron. 
On my way down here whilo in Paris I 
received the parcel of Argusos, and was 
glad to loam all the news. 


I arrived in Arcandion after an all- 
night ride on the Paris-Bordeau* train, 
on a Sunday morning. Tho train was 
rather crowded on account of many 
Paris people taking early vacations— 
tho idea no doubt inspired by the fur­ 
ther advance of the Germans. 
Arov- 
chon is a beautiful watering place, and 
is very different from- the towns and 
cities in the war zone. It was a novelty 
not to have to camouflage the windows 
at night. 


Four observers came down hero from 
our squadron. It is a fino thing to get 
the instruction, and will be a big help 
if one gets into an aerial combat. It is 
a French school and there are many 
French pilots and observers here, as 
well as about seventy-five Americans. 
Wo arc on a big lako, and that is where 
the firing is done. We shoot from hy­ 
droplanes and aeroplanes at targets 
towed by other planes or stationary 
targets on the lake. On the ground we 
fire every kind of riflo and machino 
gun, as well as clay pigeons with a 
shotgun—everything to develop good 
shooting. It would be a groat place for 
some marksmen like Mr. Leighton and 
Henry Phillips.

PRACTICAL FUMIGATING EXPLAINED 
INTERESTINGLY BEFORE RANCHERS 


(By S. A. STOWELL) 


Fumigation prnctice and procedure 
have changed very much in the past 
few years, and is in the process of 
changing now to newer and simpler 
methods. Better ways of handling fum­ 
igating apparatus are being used, so 
that while we have the same old hydro­ 
cyanic acid gas in much the same form 
and strength as was known twenty-five 
years ago, yet we are obtaining the gas 
from an entirely different source. It is 
now being produced wholly from sod­ 
ium cyanide, manufactured within the 
United States, while only a few years 
back it came from potassium cyanide, 
and was all being imported into the 
country. 


The process of generating it, hand­ 
ling in the orchard, and delivery under 
the trees, has undergone many changes, 
and I know that fumigators today arc 
doing better work, and actually obtain­ 
ing better results for the grower in 
the control of his scale-pests than ever 
in the past, notwithstanding the views 
of a number of orchardists to the con­ 
trary. 


In the past, fumigators, orchardists, 
and others vitally interested in scale 
control, wore not experienced men, not 
trained so that they were as observing 
and expert in the detection of the scale 
as they are at the present time, when 
everyone knows that the very basis of 
•success in the citrus growing business 
in this and surrounding districts is bas­ 
ed upon the yearly fumigation of the 
orchard, whether the scale infestation 
is heavy or light. There is not another 
orchard operation that does so much 
actual good to the tree, and that in­ 
sures a set of oranges or lemons as 
does the proper fumigation of the orch­ 
ard. 


One of the very first essentials of the 
orchardist, as I see it, is for him to 
select the best fumigator he knows of— 
one in whom he can place implicit con­ 
fidence—and do it; then place your or­ 
der for your fumigation as early as 
possible before the season opens, which 
is soon, after the middle of August in 
this district. Then your fumigator has 
Borne thing definite to plan for, and you 
may rest assured that he appreciates 
the confidence you place in him and 
ongs 
1 \o him. He wnr^uter%4n>kfii- 


These things appeal directly to the la­ 
boring men, and if you have some ex­ 
ceptionally hard trees to be fumigated 
—and nearly everyone has some—the 
men will cheerfully and carefully per­ 
form this extra hard work, and will ask 
to be sent to do fumigating work at a 
future time, rather than say: "Don't 
send me to that man's orchard again!" 


Probably one of the most serious 
problems for the fumigators this sea­ 
son will be tho labor question. All the 
men physically fit, who have done the 
heavy work of pulling the tents over 
the trees in the past, are now in the 
employ of Uncle Sam. Most of the men 
available above the draft age have not 
the wind necessary to do this class of 
work as it should be done, and the 
most able-bodied of these men have al­ 
ready tied up to steady work in other 
lines that pay splendid wages. I have 
already heard that many seem to think 
the solution of this problem would be 
for each grower to do the generating of 
the chemicals and introduce them under 
the 
trees in his orchard—that this 
would help to solve the labor question, 
and the grower would get much better 
results. 


Would he? The contracting fumigat­ 
ors have, generally speaking, for gen­ 
erators and foremen the men who have 
gotten beyond where they can pull 
tents, yet have the necessary executive 
ability nnd a wide knowledge and ex­ 
perience of the business, so that they 
can handle the lighter physical end of 
the work and yet oversee and know 
that<sall the others are doing their part 
right; and if not, can show and direct 
them in the proper way of handling any 
part of the job. I believe these are the 
only men to handle the chemicals and 
place them under the tree, for they 
know instantly when the gas machine 
ia not working properly, and how to 
correct any trouble—a very important 
point for the orchardist for whom he 
happens to be working. 


True, we can teach in a short time 
the grower how to run gas machines, 
but we cannot teach him how to over­ 
come tho eccentricities of that machine, 
in one night's work, or in twenty 
nights. 
That knowledge 
only 
comes 
from experience, and only experienced 


lem at the present time, as I see it. 


Another problem not easy of solution 
between the grower and fumigator is 
the matter of injured fruit as the re­ 
sult af fumigating the orchard. 
This 
"burned fruit," so-called, may arise 
from carelessness on the part of the 
fumigator's employees, but it seldom 
does. When it occurs, there will be no 
trouble of settling up the claim for 
damaged fruit. 


So long as we use the hydrocyanic 
acid gas at the strength and under the 
present conditions, the factor of safety 
in its use between the point of success 
fully killing the scale and without in­ 
jury to the foliage of the tree and the 
fruit is so small that a slight change in 
atmospheric conditions or the physical 
condition of the tree is such that ser­ 
ious injury frequently 
occurs before 
the most experienced fumigator can 
know of it. 
This injury is one that 
growers feel that the fumigator should 
know about and be able to prevent, 
but up to date he has not been able to 
foresee electrical conditions of the wea­ 
ther. Could he do so, he would not take 
the chance of working his tents during 
such nights; and it is not advisable to 
reduce his dosage or schedule, on the 
other hand, because a satisfactory kill 
of scale would not be obtained. 


In covering trees, the tents will pick 
up particles of earth and in being 
drawn over the tree, whenever the 
threads of the tent having particles 
of dirt adhering to them, come in con­ 
tact with fruit upon the tree, it makes 
a mark, breaks some of the oil cells in 
the skin of the fruit, and these broken 
cells have a .great affinity to hydro­ 
cyanic acid gas. As soon as it is re­ 
leased under the tent's it is attracted 
to these broken cells, with the result 
that there is a burn, sometimes called 
a '' pit,'' upon the fruit. These '' pits'' 
do not necessarily mean that the fumi­ 
gator was negligent or careless in any 
way—far from it; and as long as fumi­ 
gation is in a state of an inexact science 
as it. is at the present time, you may 
expect more or less burned fruit, and 
it surely is a risk that the grower must 
recognize and carry under present con­ 
ditions and mothods of fumigation. 


Today we have outside a few tents 
and fumigating apparatus, with which 
to demonstrate the different methods of 
fumigation: the pot system, the cyano- 
fumer method, and the liquid gas meth­ 
od, which will be shown by experts of 
these different methods.

himself to do your work and give you 
tho very best job of fumigating that it 
is possible to get under your condi­ 
tions, as nearly, as circumstances will 
permit to the time set by you. 


The fumigator has a large invest­ 
ment in his tents nnd other parapher 
nalia connected therewith. It is prop- 
n 
erty that deprecintcs in value over 125 
per cent a year, and can only be used ' 
the equivalent of perhaps 75 to 80 full 
nights during the season, covering a 
period of about five months at the out­ 
side. And when you have a string of 
tents strung out across your orchard, it 
represents an actual cash capital out­ 
lay of anywhere from $1500 to $4000 to 
the fumigator, and you can rest assured 
that the man owning that property will 
make it work every moment that he 
possibly can. He doesn't want to spend 
three nights in your orchard to do one 
night's work; and he won't unless the 
weather 
and labor 
conditions 
are 
against him, and if he should, it is only 
because he can't give you first class 
work without spending this extra time, 
and the grower should boar tho incon­ 
venience, and commend the fumigator 
in doing his duty. I want to say right 
here that fumigating contractors in this 
district are men of high ideals and arc 
doing a legitimate business, honestly 
conducted, and merit every confidence 
placed in them by citrus growers. 


It sometimes happens that growers 
are unintentionally inconsiderate of the 
fumigator's 
property, and carelessly 
roll the tents into damp places, mud 
holes, 
frequently 
upon 
the residue, 
drive over them and injure them and 
the 
other 
fumigating 
paraphernalia 
needlessly because it happens to be in 
the way and is not instantly removed 
upon the completion of that particular 
orchard. I have known t nts to become 
completely burned up by the orchardist 
burning a small pile of brush in the 
orchard just previous to tho fumigat­ 
or '8 arrival, and leaving a small pile 
of innocent-appearing ashes that were 
hot underneath, which, owing to the 
darkness, the fumigators did not notice 
and pulled their tents off into the pile 
of ashes, the result being that when the 
men returned to work the next evening, 
the found only the outlines of the tent, 
whieh eost the owner anywhere from 
(50 to (100, and even the grower does 
stand part of the loss, the fumigator 
has lost all, or more than all of his 
profits would amount to out of that 
particular job. 


Bight here I wish to say that it pays 
growe.-B well to give the fumigator any 
tibsistance that they may, or that he 
asks; for instance, cultivating just pre­ 
vious to his coming. Make everything 
as niee and pleasant for him as you 
can, and any little courtesies extended 
to the men are greatly appreciated, such 
as a kind word, a cup of hot homemade 
toffee in the middle of the night. 


by faithfully working for a long period 
of time should bo allowed to handle 
these machines and the delivery of gas 
from them. 
There are numerous in 
stnnces of death to'horses and several 
near-deaths to the men since machine 
fumigating has become more univer- 
' | sally adopted, nnd they nearly all could 
been avoided had the men been 
experienced, and awure of the danger­ 
ous nature of the gas they wore hand­ 
ling. 


One solution for this labor problem, 
I think, would be for the grower, when 
the fumigator is short of men, to ar­ 
range with his man, or in conjunction 
with neighbor growers to arrange with 
their men, and insist that they help 
the fumigator during the time he was in 
his and his neighbors' orchards. The 
fumigator would pay these men good 
wages, and it would greatly help in 
getting tho fumigating work done, and 
at no great inconvenience to the grow­ 
ers affocted thereby. 


I do not see, at the present time, 
how some groves of large trees can be 
fumigated this year except that the 
fumigator rent his outfit to the grower 
upon the tent-rental basis of so much 
per tree, and try and furnish one man 
to handle the chemicals, the grower 
arranging for all the other labor. We 
have done some work on certain large 
ranches last season along this line, and 
while the expense was more than if we 
could have furnished the men, yet the 
growers wore well pleased, and have 
indicated already that a similar ar­ 
rangement can be made this season, 
although if we can find tho men, they 
insist that we handle the whole proposi­ 
tion. 


Another problem this year facing tho 
fumigators in this county who run the 
cyanofumer machines, is that of taking 
care of the residue from these machines 
after each generation. The majority of 
growers object, and some of them will 
not allow it dumped upon their orch­ 
ards. The county has passed an ordi­ 
nance 
making it a misdemeanor to 
dump the residue from tho gas ma­ 
chines along the side of the roads, or 
within the limits of any highway in the 
county. The grower could dig a pit for 
it, but if it were dumped there, there 
is always the chance, and a very good 
one, that the residue would eventually 
seep through the ground and some of it 
finally reach the roots of a tree per­ 
haps forty feet away, which tree or 
trees would sooner or later die from 
the effects of the residue. This is not 
a rare case I am mentioning—many 
such instances came to my observation 
the past season, and the growers tried 
in several cases to make the fumigator 
pay for tho injured trees. 
Only one 
fumigator that I know of paid for this 
kind of injury, and he not because he 
considered it just, but as a case of 
policy. The liquid gas method is the 
only practical solution for this prob-

LONG-AWAITED F0RDS0N TRACTOR 
COMING TO LOCAL FORD 


E. G. Hotchkiss, Ford agent and pro­ 
prietor of the Reliable Garage of Co­ 
vina, has received the appointment as 
agent for the Fordson tractor, made by 
Henry Ford and son at Dearborn, Mich­ 
igan. Out of eighty-nine Ford agents 
in Southern California, including Kern 
and Santa Barbara counties, there were 
but nineteen agents who received terri­ 
tories for the.distribution of this long- 
awaited farm implement. 


The territory to be covered by Mr. 
Hotchkiss, and by his chief of selling 
force, Fred M. Clark, will be i nthc 
territory^in and around the following 
towns: Pasadena, South Pasadena, Al- 
tadena, Lamanda Park, Alhambra, Ra- 
mona Park, 
Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia, 
Savanna, San Gabriel, El Monte, Mon­ 
rovia, Duarte, Azuea, Baldwin Park, 
Covina, Puente, Glcndora, Walnut, and 
San Dimas. 
This is the territory gen­ 
erally described as the San Gabriel 
valley. 


TRACTOR IS COMING. 
Mr. Hotchkiss says that he will have 
a Fordson tractor for demonstration 
purposes within two weeks, and that 
also within two weeks a shipment for 
him will start from the factory, which 
will give him opportunity to bogin sell­ 
ing. The Fordson makers say that the 
shipments will be steady and will be 
mathematically allotted to each agent 
in the United States, but the supply 
will necessarily be limited. The fac­ 
tory has just concluded filling its con­ 
tract for 6000 of these tractors to Eng­ 
land, where the tractor won everything 
in 
competition 
with 
other 
tractors, 
bringing 
homo the shield 
inscribed 
"National Food Campaign Champion 
Tractor of England and Wales." There 
have been 15,262 of these machines con­ 
tracted for by the war boards of 21 
states and by Cuba and Canada, which 


will be sold by these war boards to 
the farmers at cost. 


Mr. Ford has just issued a statement 
wherein he says that it is his intention 
to supply these tractors to all farmers 
at as. near cost as it is possible and ex­ 
pedient. The tractor must not be con­ 
founded with any of the made-over 
Ford 
varieties, 
which, 
while 
doing 
much fine work, are not at all in tho 
class with this Fordson, which is made 
at Dearborn Farm, Michigan, and at 
Hamilton, Ohio. It is a two-wheel drive 
tractor, 
with 
a 
specially-constructed 
engine. The factories will now turn 
out 130 each day for the home trade. 
Shipments at present to Europe have 
been discontinued. 
There have been 
30,000 shipped to France and England 
since the war began. 


In connection with, the tractor the 
Oliver plow company is making plows 
and discs suitable to work with the 
trmtor, and Mr. Hotchkiss will have 
these implements for sale. 


IS STANDARDIZED. 


As in the case of the Ford automo­ 
bile, the Fordson tractor is a standard­ 
ized machine, and parts will be obtain­ 
able at all garages where the agency 
is held in conjunction with Ford cars. 
This ia a most decided advantage to 
ranchers, besides tho fact that the ma­ 
chine is a well-demonstrated tractor 
for all kinds of duty. It has had a 
tremendous history already in the win­ 
ning of the war for France. 


An announcement of a demonstra­ 
tion on local orchards will shortly be 
announced. Mr. Hotchkiss bclievos that 
this tractor will be the sensation of the 
valley this summer, as it is the machine 
that has been waited for more or less 
patiently ever since the announcement 
by the Fords that it was to be put ou 
the market.

l M i STORM DRAINS AND INEFFICIENCY 


RTJSSEUi CONE ENLISTS 


IN NAVAL SERVICE 


(By MARTIN FESLLB) 


Supervisors are public servants, elect- 
eel by the people to attend to the ex­ 
penditure 
of 
considerable 
sums of 
money in an economical and efficient 
way. 


During the open season (when votes 
are needed) they hob-nob with the deal- 
suffering public, and are a very cour­ 
teous and seemingly obliging bunch. 


During the closed season (when votes 
are not needed) there is another story 
to be Wld.. If it suits their ideas, your 
petitions may receive attention, and if 
it does not they will turn it down with 
scant courtesy. 


Some people aro mean enough to 
question whether the money intrusted 
•to them to expend has not been in the 
hands of a bunch of bone-heads. In the 
vicinity where I live there have been 
•a few monuments erected to their in­ 
efficiency. 


For example, $10,000 has been ex­ 
pended on Grand, Ben Lomond, and 
Citrus for bridges, and all there is to 
show for it are piles of wrecked con­ 
crete. These bridges were all right, 
only the men that planned them never 
saw this wash when it was active OT 
they never would have built them so 
small. 


Ben Lomond bridge stood for eigh­ 
teen nfonths, an obstruction to traffic, 
while the people had to use the road 
plowed through the Band to got around 
it with their fruit and other loads. At 
the request of a conference of neigh­ 
bors, I wrote the powcra that bo re­ 
questing that they remove this useless 
obstruction and put in a cement dip. 
I got a reply stating that if the neigh­ 
borhood in this vicinity would consent 
to a dip they would put it in. A peti­ 
tion to that effect was duly signed and 
sent forward. Did we get the cement 
dip! 
No! It was the closed season, 
and instead, they came with surveyors 
and graders and ripped up a perfectly 
good road to make what they called a 
storm drain to carry the storm water 
to the wash. 


If ever thore'was a monument erect­ 
ed to inefficiency, that piece of work 
filled the bill. At a time when economy 
should have been the Watchword, they 
spent seven or eight, hundred dollars 
on a piece of work that no one wanted, 
and that cannot possibly do the work 
intonded for it. Part of the time while 
this work was under way they had two 
inspectors looking after it to boss four 
men that worked bettor when they 
were not on the job than they did when 
they were there. 


When they got the road properly 


ruined so that it was all but impassible, 
they hauled gravel and piled it in piles 
along the middle of tho road, to further 
assist in obstructing the traffic. That is 
tho condition of that road from early 
spring until now. Come out and look it 
over before you cast your vote for sup­ 
ervisor. If you think that was a good, 
intelligent move for these times, then 
vote for the same men again, and take 
what they give you with a smile. As 
for me, I cannot smile at that sort of 
work. My time is not so valuable as 
McAdoo's, but I do not care to have it 
wasted annoying- my neighbors to have 
them sign petitions that are to be 
thrown into tho waste basket. 


Our dip is made of sand. It washes 
out every time the Covina Irrigating 
Company turns water down the wash, 
and the road is made impassible—or at 
least it did until one of the neighbors 
took a team and fixed a culvert at his 
own expense. Now it will be all right 
until the fall rains come again. 


I would not ask a supervisor to take 
advice from every orange grower that 
has failure written all over his orchard, 
but there are men that 0have 
spent 
fileepless nights tramping up and down 
these washes that know a few things, 
and a little advice from them might 
help to save some of the money that is 
being wasted on these apparently harm­ 
less beds of sand. 


I would like to have a supervisor 
that lives in our vicinity—that has 
heard and seen these washes when they 
were in action; someone that we might 
have the privilege of saying a few 
lines to when one of our roads is being 
destroyed. I don't think, there is much 
of this sort of work being done now, 
for the plow they used to tear up the 
roads was left beside the road to fur­ 
ther assist in obstructing the traffic. 


If these few mistakes were the only 
ones in evidence that money had been 
wasted, then we would smile and look 
pleasant, but it is visible everywhere. 
Corrugated iron culverts, guaranteed to 
choko up with the first stick thnt floats 
into thorn, are another evidence of in­ 
competency. 


It is a vital thing to have the storm 
water cross the, roads at a given point. 
This is the advantage of the cement 
dip. 
• Then the brush controls can be 
put in ' with the assurance that the 
water will not wash behind them. With 
a sand dip we cannot do this, and every 
road is a danger point. 


I should like very much to meet our 
supervisor out at this storm drain he 
has put in and "ask him a few ques­ 
tions about it.

• "The idea in mind was to educate 
and train a large number of women 
and girls so that they could take 
the places of farm hands, thus re­ 
lieving men from agricultural pur­ 
suits so they can enter the national 
Army. 


"Shortly after the California or­ 
ganization was completed, word came 
that a similar national 
movement 
has been started in Ohio known as 
the 'Women's Land Army', and the 
California organization became affil­ 
iated. 
The result is that in various 
communities of Southern California, 
there are found companies of girls 
who' 
are actually doing farm work 
formerly done by men. 


"An employer who has girls near 
Lake 
Elsinore, recently 
remarked 
that the girls are doing the work 


fully as well as the men, much to j 
this employer's surprise. 
They are | 
really more reliable and he really 
has less trouble with changes. 


"The Elsinore Company, which is 
probably the best organized in the 
State, is under the direction of Miss 
St. Clair, who i3 the Captain, and 
gives the girls 
their 
instructions 
which are faithfully 
carried out. 
They work eight hours a day hoeing 
potatoes, 
tomatoes, 
etc., 
driving 
tractors, handling gang plows, run­ 
ning mowing machines, rakes, etc. 


"At Sedco where one .group of 
girls are working, one of the great­ 
est problems in farm labor has been 
the operation of a tomato trans­ 
planter. 
This machine requires a 
person occupying a low rear seat to 
constantly bend forward placing the 
tomato plants" in "holes which' the- 
machine automatically drills, waters 
and 
covers. 
This 
back-breaking 
work has always been a bug-bear 
where men were employed. 
The 


employer says that the girls operat­ 
ing this machine, do the work as 
rapidly as men and apparently with 
a great deal more ease, as they 
make no complaints as to physical 
discomfort. 


"A little English girl, Miss Emily 
Williams holds the record of having 
planted over 8000 plants in a single 
day.

FUMIGATION DISCUSSION BRINGS 
LARGE CROWD OF CITRUS GROWERS 


In the course of n most thorough dis­ 
cussion of citrus tree fumigation nt tin* 
•well .'ittemlcii 
institute 
nt 
Covina 
on 
Saturday. July 2<K it becunic more nr.'l 
more rlenr that horticultural inspectors 
throughout 
I.os 
Angoles 
county 
nro 
agreeii fundamentally thnt annual fumi­ 
gation is necessary over a large part of 
the county territory. 
During the dis­ 
cussion of the whole subject of hydro­ 
cyanic acid gas fumigation this thread 
seemed 
to 
r.in. 
Some 
were 
positive, 
while others seemed trending 
strongly 
townrd that belief. 


To the uninitiated this might not seem 
to be the most important phn.se of the 
tiny'a discussion. 
But 
when 
the 
crop 
histories 
of 
various 
orchards 
in 
the 
county are carefully surveyed over a 
number of years, it is seen that it has 
been the rancher who has been fumigat­ 
ing annually, who has been getting, not 
only 
fruit 
clean of scale-smut, but a 
larger nnd more healthy set of 
fruit. 
Inspectors who particularly cnlled 
at­ 
tention to these facts were Longford of 
Glendora nnd Hodgea of Covins. 


County 
Horticultural 
Commissioner 
William 
Wood 
said that 
in 
the 
past 
.year the horticultural commission 
had 
served notices on city lots and orchards 
for the control of harmful insects 
to 
the number of 20,000, and the number 
of jobs forced was 5500, done at a cost 
«f 
$17,929.66. 
This 
work 
was 
done 
largely in Hollywood, Olcndale, Monro­ 
via, Sierra Madre, Pasadena and vicin­ 
ity, and Alhambra. The city lots where 
citrus trees arc growing in a partial 
state of neglect are the serious and irri­ 
tating problems of the commission, so 
f a - as fumigation is concerned. 


Mr. Wood said that the commission 
needed twice the number of fumigating 
outfits over what it now possesses, but 
that there had been a policy of curtail­ 
ment of expenses, rather than any ex­ 
tension, as shown by the board of sup­ 
ervisors. 
He made the significant 
re­ 
mark that the members of the board of 
supervisors are men who come exclu­ 
sively 
from cities 
within 
the 
county, 
and that it was hard to get them to 
grasp 
the 
significance 
of 
citrus 
tree 
scale control. 
He urged the ranchers 
to back him up in his endeavor to in­ 
crease the efficiency of his work by the 
application 
of 
more 
funds, 
that 
he 
might as successfully control scale-pests 
©n scattering lots as is the case in the 
commercial 
orchards. 
His 
fumigation 
work is done at cost. 
Independently 
contracting fumigators cannot be secur­ 
ed 
for 
these 
scattering, 
small 
jobs. 
Therefore, it falls upon the county to 
maintain adequate outfits, which it does 
not possess at the present time. 
Inci­ 
dentally, Mr. Wood stated that the en­ 
forcement of the state squirrel law and 
the standardization of fruit had been 
added to the horticultural commission­ 
er's duties during the past year. He has 
not enough money to carry on the work 
of squirrel eradication as it should be 
done, he says. 
He intimated that the 
county should be run in the interests 
of the taxpayers, and that these tax­ 
payers should see to it that this work 
is properly financed. 
: 


From the commissioner's address it 
i s 
interesting 
to take 
the 
following: 
Trees and plants inspected coming in 
and going out of the county, 6,137,777 
during the past year; carloads of fruits 
and vegetables inspected, 1600; cases of 
fruits and vegetables inspected, 1800; 
wagonloads, wholesale and retail, 2200; 
treated for red and purple scale, 46S 
cases; treated for thrips, 40 cases; pine­ 
apples treated for mealy-bug, 412 cases, 
etc. 
In connection with the question of 
scale control 
on city lots, Dr. A. 
G. 
Smith of Pasadena gave a very enlight­ 
ening 
talk 
of 
methods, during 
which 
he 
corroborated 
the 
commissioner 
in 
many of his statements. 


W. 
G. 
Wyman, 
superintendent 
of 
fumigation for the San Antonio Fruit 
Exchange at Pomona, gave an illumin­ 
ating talk on cooperative 
fumigation, 
a method which is of very acute inter­ 
est to the grower at the present time. 
This 
large 
exchange 
which 
markets 
through the California Fruit 
Growers 
Exchange 
is 
making 
a 
most 
decided 
success of cooperative fumigating. 
This 
concern 
fumigated 
316,000 
trees 
last 
year, or 3500 acres. It cost the grow­ 
ers $87,600, itemized as follows: labor,

Interesting facts concerning fumiga­ 
tion procedure in Los Angeles county 
were given by Mark Swigart of Whit- 
tier, and a chart demonstration of the 
new liquid hydrocyanic acid gas 
was 
shown by Dr. H. J. Quayle of the citrus 
experiment station. 


Following 
the indoors meeting, 
the 
growers saw a practical demonstration 
of cyanofumers and liquid gas machines 
conducted by S. A. Stowell of Charter 
Oak and William Dingle of Azusa, the 
latter being the inventor and maker of 
the new liquid gas material and system. 
Much is being said about the liquid 'gas 
replacing the old methods, both cyano- 
fumer and the pot generating system. 
During 
the 
coming 
year, 
Dr. 
Quayle 
says that the improved liquid gas ma­ 
chine will be very much in evidence. 
A number of practical fumigators, in­ 
cluding 
one in 
Covina, hove 
already 
utilized liquid gas for one season with 
marked success. 


The meeting was ably presided ovor 
by President Ben F. Thorpe of the Co­ 
vina Farm Center, with H. A. Miller 
and J. 
L. Matthews assisting

rangements. It is proposed to hold one 
of those fumigation demonstrations in 
every

Mission Conference 


Dr. F. B. Cowgill will go to Hunting­ 
ton Bench the coming week to attend a 
council of ministers and laymen 
from 
the Southern California conference 
to 
mature plans f>r the centenary celebra­ 
tion of the Home and Foreign mission­ 
ary societies of the Methodist church. 
The 
church 
is 
launching a 
five-year 
campaign for the development of 
the 
work on lines of evangelism and educa­ 
tion, with special reference to the home 
and foreign 
fields. 
In connection with 
this celebration, it is proposed to raise 
$80,000,000 for the extension of home 
and 
foreign 
missionary 
work. 
The 
church proposes to mobilize its forces 
to the utmost to meet the war situation 
and the reconstruction period after the 
war. 
The close conncctional system of 
Methodism enables it to push effectively 
any propaganda it undertakes from the 
general conference and board of bishops 
down 
to 
the 
past 
pastor 
and 
local 
church. 


This great effort 
of the church has 
relations'to patriotism which all well- 
informed 
people 
understand. 
One 
of 
the profoundest students of the world 
situation has declared repeatedly that 
if 
the 
churches 
had 
put 
themselves 
earnestly into evangelistic work in Rus­ 
sia, through such educational 
agencies 
as now characterize foreign missionary 
effort, 
Russia 
would 
not 
have 
fallen 
out of the war and into the hands of 
the Germans when she attempted to es­ 
tablish a republic. 
Many facts known 
to 
the 
missionaries 
and 
reported 
by 
them show how much the missions al­ 
ready established have served the cause 
of the allies in the present war. 


In connection with this 
conference, 
the following account is of special in­ 
terest: 


Rich Chinese merchants in the feder­ 
ated Malay states are buying armored 
tanks and presenting them to the Brit­ 
ish army and many have given aero­ 
planes, according to J. Stuart 
Nagle, 
who has just returned to this country 
in connection with the 1919 centenary 
celebration of Home and Foreign mis­ 
sions of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
Mr. 
Magle is a Methodist 
missionary, 
has spent the past five years in Singa­ 
pore, where he is president of the An­ 
glo-Chinese college. 


" T h e r e 
are 
a 
number 
of 
wealthy 
Chinese who are giving more than 
a 
tenth of their incomes to aid the al­ 
lies, " 
declared 
Mr. 
Nagle. 
5'Borne 
g a v e a large contribution toward build­ 
ing the battleship ' M a l a y a ' which was 
given b y the federated Malay states to 
the. British 
government 
shortly 
after 
the outbreak 
of 
tho war and 
which 
took a prominent part in the 
famous 
sea fight off Jutland. These people are 
also investing heavily in war loans and 
give generously to the Red Cross. 
At 
one single affair recently they 
raised 
$57,000 for this cause. The boys of our 
own Anglo-Saxon school Inst year gave 
over $2200 towards war charities." 


" T h e Chinese in Singapore have al­ 
ready raised $1,000,000 for the Metho­ 
dist centenary, which sum will be used 
in Singapore, and a great portion of it 
for the Anglo-Chinese college. 
Various 
fields 
in Malaysia are going to raise 
more than $1,500,000 for the 
centen­ 
a r y , " said Mr. Nagle. 
Tho purpose of 
the centenary is to consorve the results 
of the war so that the church can pre­ 
vent any recurrence in future of 
the 
conflict now rnging in Europe. 
When 
our armies have won democracy for the 
world tho church must be ready to step 
in and make democracy safe 
for 
the 
world."

An ordinance of issue adopted by the 
Board of Supervisors Tuesday, provid­ 
ing for the issuance of $2,250,000 bonds 
for flood control work in the county, is 
the first step toward starting the com­ 
prehensive plan of harnessing the flood 
waters which in the past have devas­ 
tated thousands of acres. The total 
issue for flood-control work is $4,450,- 
000. 


The first issue of bonds will bear 5 per 
cent., in the following denominations: 
Forty-four hundred bonds, $1000 each; 
eighty bonds, $500 each; eighty bonds, 
$125 each. 
Total isue, 4560 bonds. The 
bonds run from one to forty-four years. 


At least $800,000 will be spent ob­ 
taining lights of way for the channel 
running through the western part of 
Long Beach. 
This channel will 
be 
about four miles long and 700 feet wide. 
The cost of constructing this channel 
will be paid for by the state and the 
federal government in equal amounts 
of $1,080,000. The channel will carry 
the flood waters into the ocean and re­ 
lieve the harbors of silt which inter­ 
feres with shipping. 


About $400,000 will be spent for tho 
Devil's Gate improvement. 
This will 
be a great scenic lake in a picturesque 
portion of the county. 
Many 
check 
dams will be built in-tho mountains. 


The bond issue will be advertised and 
then sold. 
Actual money will not be in 
the hands of the supervisors for sev­ 
eral months. 
The Long Beach Chamber 
of Commerce was authorized by the 
Supervisors yesterday to obtain the 
right of way for about three quarters 
of a mile of tho channel, because it was 
believod more advantageous terms could 
be had.
